1. Claims 17 through 32 are pending. Claims 1 through 16 have been cancelled. 
Claims 17 through 32 are newly entered. Applicants' amendments and arguments filed 
January 2, 2008 have been entered and were carefully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Applicants have cancelled claims 1 through 16 thereby obviating the rejections 
and objections specifically concerning claims 1, 2, 5, and 10 through 13. 

3. Applicants have remedied the 35 U.S.C 1 1 2 second paragraph issue of the use 
of heat exchange elements with the inclusion of sub-operation limitations of claims 22 
and 29. 

4. The newly entered claims are free of the prior cited 35 U.S.C 112 second 
paragraph informalities and 37 CFR 1.75 claim duplicities. 

5. The concept of circulated solvent was found to have support in the instant 
specification, thereby obviating the 35 U.S.C 112 second paragraph rejection of that 
limitation. 

6. The depressurization of the compressed alkene which occurs with absorption of 
heat before reacting with the hydroperoxide is considered to be non-obvious over the 
art. 

7. The newly entered claims introduced no new matter.
